REMARKABLE CASE. 


LIXCOMI, Neb., May 15.—Gov. Crousse 


has received notification that the Lin- 
coln branch of the commonweal army 
organized recently under the com- 
mand of "Gen." Duff, and which left 
Omaha Monday for the east, has among- 
its members one man whose purpose 
when he reaches Washington is to as- 
sassinate President Cleveland. 


The notification or warning received 


l>v the governor came Monday in the 
shape of a letter from A. Ii. Drum- 
jnond, manager of a detective agency 
at New York. The writer is evidently 
sincere, and says he only writes the 
governor in the interest of good gov- 
ernment and with the hope that the 
Nebraska executive will see that the 
Duff army is disbanded. Drutnmond 
says that he received details of the 
plot from excellent authority, a Ne- 
braska man of prominence whose name 
he does not disclose. 


Gov. 
Crounse does not doubt that 


many such threats are made by the 
army of cranks now on' their way to 
Washington, but he thinks them not 
worthy of serious.concern. He writes 
Druuimond that Duff and his hand, so 
long as they commit no overt act, can 
not be disbanded, but he doubts very 
much if the commander or any of his 
men will evar get within hailing dis- 
tance of the national capital.

mond was chief- of the United States 
secret service-in the New York depart- 
ment until a few months ago. 
He is 


now running a private detective agency 
with his son, Louis R-, at Park Row.

The letter to Drummond further said 


that the band of conspirators were in 
deadly earnest and that the writer be- 
lieved that they 
would accomplish 


their purpose unless they were inter- 
fered with. 


Western Union Claimed to He Responsible 


for a Murder.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Ma} 15.—Suit has 


been filed in Jackson county,-Ala., by 
the executors of the late R. C. Cross.' 
claiming damages of 520,000 against 
the Western Union Telegraph Co. Last 
December Cashier li. C. Cross, of the 
First National bank, of Scottsboro, was 
shot and killed by the four Skelton 
boys, at Stevenson, for the seduction 
of their sister, Miss Annjle Skelton. 


All of the parties were high in social 


life, Ross being married ,and having a 
family. All parties lived at Scottsboro. 
On the day of the killing Ross was in 
Stevenson, twenty miles away, and his 
brother, learning that the Skeleton 
hoys had set out to find him, wired 
Cashier Ross, the complaint alleges, of 
his danger, and had the message been 
delivered the complainants claim Ross 
would have gotten out of the way, and 
the murder would have been averted. 
The best legal talent in the state will 
prosecute the case.

FOSTORIA, O., May 15.—The most phe- 


nomenal gas well ever known was 
drilled just west of this city Monday 
evening by the Chicago Oil Co., which 
is composed of Maj. W. V. Jlceker and 
associates, of Chicago. The well is 
situated oil the James Wallace farm, 
in Hancock county. The drill had only 
reached the depth of S50 feet, and the 
well had just been cased, which fact 
makes the gigantic gasser still more a 
prodigj*, since gas or oil was never 
known to have been found at a depth 
of less than from one thousand to six- 
teen hundred feet. 


The drillers heard the roar of :gas as 


the drill tapped the reservoir and ran 
for their lives from the derrick, but 
none too soon, as the ponderous drill 
was hurled like a shot from a gun to a 
height of nearly a hundred feet above 
the treetops. The casing followed'.in 
quick succession,. and was scattered 
and bent in a tangled mass in the sur- 
rounding vicinity. No sooner had the 
immense volume of gas given vent to 
its strength than it ignited from the 
fires of the boiler near by «and shot 
a steady volume of fire over 150 feet 
high, so that it towered far above the 
treotoDS and could be seen for miles 
around. 


Enough oil is thrown out with the gas 


to keep a large space surrounding the 
well a lake of fire, and it is impossible 
to get close"- than one hundred feet to 
the burning well. 


The entire plant of the drillers, in- 


cluding the engine and boiler, are till 
encircled by the flames, and every- 
thing- is a total loss. The surrotinding 
vicinity is a boggy place, and for a 
quarter of a mile surrounding the well, 
in many places gas is coming 
up 


through the earth with such force that 
ground and water are thrown to a 
height of 10 feet or more, and these 
patches resemble boiling springs as the

SUICIDED IN SQUALOR, 


Although Her Attire Was That of a Re. 


fined \Vomnn. 


NEW YOIIK, May 51.—The dead body 


of a woman was found in a room 
on the second floor of tho five-story 
brick tenement, on First avenue', by 
Mrs. 
Annie lilatt, the housekeeper. 
A 


rubber tube was attached to the gas jet 
immediately over the bed. The other 
end having fallen from her mouth 
to the floor by her side, together 
with the almost suffocating odor of 
gas in the room, showed that it was a. 
case of suicide. So far as it can bo 
learned the dead woman's name was 
Fannie Wold. Mrs. lilatt, the house- 
keeper, says the woman eamo there 
four days ago and rented tho room 
where her dead body was found.

woman did not mingle with other 
tenants, 
keeping entirely 
to her- 


self, 
even cooking 
her 
meals in 


the 
room. 
'After 
she 
had

gaged the room she left for an hour, 
returning with an expressman and a 
trunk. Since she took formal posses- 
sion of the room Wednesday night, so 
far as known, she never left it again.

PROF. MORLEX DEAD. 


The United State* Supremo Court ICenilcrs 


Two Importune I>cc:Bi>nis. 


\VASHIXGTOX, May 15.—The supreme 


court of the United States Monday 
affirmed the judgment of the supreme 
court of Ohio, thereby sustaining the 
validity of the law requiring- insurance 
companies to make reports of • their 
business, assets, etc. The opinion was 
announced by Justice White, in the 
case of the Eagle Insurance Co., of 
Cincinnati, which appealed from the 
Judgment of the Ohio court, in favor of 
the auditor of the state. 


The justice ulso announced the judg- 


ment of the supreme court of the 
United States in the case involving the 
validity of the law of Ohio assessing a 
tax of one-tenth of one per cent upon 
the capital stock of companies seeking 
consolidation under.its laws. This de- 
cision was in the Wabash railroad case.

Morley was born in London, September 
15, 1822. He was educated at the Mora- 
vian school, 
Nauwaid-on-the-Rhine, 


and at King's college, London, of which 
college he was 
made an honorary 


fellow. He practiced medicine a short 
time in his early life, and. was later 
editor of the Examiner, in London. 
He was the author of a large number 
of works on various subjects. 
He was 


English lecturer at King's college from 
1857 
to 1SG5; professor of 
English 


language and literature at Univer- 
sity college, London, from 1S05 
to 


1889, and upon his'retirement to Cnris- 
brooke he was, in 1S80, made emeritus 
professor. 
Prof. Morley was also ex- 


aminer in English language, literature 
and history to the University of Lon- 
don; 
professor of English language and 


literature at Queen's college, London, 
and principal of University Hall, Lon- 
don. The honorary degree of LU D. 
was conferred upon him by the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh in 1870.

Dncniuentfl Don't: Work aa Their 


Writer* Thick They Do. 


Many awkward, explanations would 


be saved, many a young man wouldn't 
make a ninny of himself while flatter- 
ing himself that he Is a hero in the 
eyes of some fair damsel, if h« only 
knew of trie existence of a little postal 
law relating to letters which postmas- 
ters receive under cover with a polite 
request that they be mailed by him. 
Yet every month there is received at 
the post office In this city, says the 
Utica Observer, letters from persons in 
other places with the request that they 
be forwarded. • To illustrate; 


Mr. A., who lives In Albany, does 


not care to go to Troy, as he promised 
Mr. B. or Miss C. that he would. He Is 
in a predicament, and thinks himself 
happily out .of it if he can make his 
employer or friend believe that he lias 
been unexpectedly called out of town 
in a hurry, and so he sits down and 
writes a clever little letter, dated at 
Dtica, N. Y., telling Miss C. that his 
dearest aunt is seriously ill in this 
city. He was telegraphed to come im- 
mediately and consequently cannot 
fulfill his engagement for this even- 
ing; is very sorry, etc. Then he in- 
closes it in an envelope, addresses and 
stamps it as usual, and incloses the 
whole in a second envelope with a note 
addressed to the postmaster in Utica, 
asking him to kindly mail the inclosed 
letter. Of course the postmaster mails 
the letter, but not until he obeys a cer- 
tain postal law which was intended to 
expose such frauds, and when Miss C. 
in Troy received the apology and ex- 
planation the envelope which contained 
it was indorsed in red ink in thisstyle: 
"Received under cover from Albany, 
N. Y., to be mailed at this office, Utica, 
N. Y., February 23, '01." The lie was 
nailed in red ink on ftie ptper which 
carried it so plainly and undeniably 
that the next time truthful James 
called his reception was not entirely 
unlike an ice harvest in a parlor. The 
government will not allow the mails 
to be used for fraudulent purposes. 


"We receive," said Deputy Post- 


master Phillco, "several of the under- 
cover letters a week. Sometimes there 
is a note accompanying it, saying that 
it is a little joke which the sender is 
carrying out. Often we believe that 
to be BO — that no harm will come of it; 
bvit that do,cs not excuse us from in- 
dorsing them as 'under-covcr' letters, 
and they are fill marked in that way. 
Other letters we receive without any 
note or explanation — the senders as- 
suming, I suppose, that we know what 
to do with them. We keep a record. 
too. of all such letters which we have 
forwarded by keeping the cover fn 
which we received them, with a mem- 
orandum of the case." 


Another post office official said: "If 


we coukl read the 'under-cover' letters 
which pass through our hands and' 
trace them xip we would be able to fill 
the newspapers with sensations. Most 
of the 'under-cover' letters received arc 
addressed to ladies in maie handwrit- 
ing and there is no doubt that deceit 
is intended." 


Ladies receive the most protection 


from this law and it causes most an- 
noyance to men.

The French GoTer«mcut Propo»c» to Dr.f 


orate tile Exhibitor*. 
/ 


The epilogue* of tliC'Chicago world's 


fair is being played out in Paris just 
now- 
After having first soothed the 


Injured feelings of French exhibitors 
by a rain of bronze medals that were 
impartially ladled out to all the French 
section the French government has 
made a formal application to the cham- 
ber of deputies for the necessary 
authorization 
to distribute twenty- 


five crosses of officers of the legion ol 
lonor and .130 rosettes of chevaliers of 
-he legion of honor to the still per- 
turbed exhibitors. 
The government, 


according to a Paris letter in the Phil- 
adelphia Telegraph, sets forth in its 
application to the chamber of depu- 
ties that nearly 4,000 exhibitors figured 
in the French section, and that the 
French display in Chicago was the 
most brilliant this nation has yet made 
in a foreign land. 
Without counting 


the S»0,000 voted by the state for the 
decoration of the' French section the 
exhibitors themselves had clubbed to- 
gether and raised by private subscrip- 
tion half a. million of dollars to add 
to the general decorations In Manu- 
factures hall, and in that hall alone 
the French exhibit was valued at 
over 50,000,000, and moreover, by com- 
mon consent, the French share of the 
world's fair was voted one of the most 
successful exhibits there. So much ef- 
fort deserved reward. 
Unhappily tho 


American jury was organized in haste 
and very late in the day, and its exac- 
tions were such that the French gov- 
eminent could only .withdraw 
from 


competition and declare that the 
French section declined all awards. 
On the other hand, the financial crisis 
which is still convulsing the United 
Status broke out in the middle of June, 
scarcely a fortnight after the opening 
of the world's fair, and precluded the 
sales on which exhibitors had counted. 
Therefore the government concludes 
that the participants in the success of 
the French section, having received 
neither the benefits of official rewards 
or yet of financial advantages, it be- 
hooves France herself to show her 
gratitude towards her people who, 
without gaining anything by so doing, 
had so valiantly demonstrated 
her 


artistic and industrial superiority be- 
fore the great continent which is so 
soon to be thrown open to free Euro- 
pean exportation. One of the highest 
grade of crosses of the legion of honor 
is destined to Rosa Bonlieur, whose 
pictures made such a sensation in Chi- 
cago, and whose resolute refusal to 
exhibit in Paris of late years has de- 
barred her from further recompenses 
than those she has already acquired.

Ha* Witncs.ed It. 


"Of course, everybody has heard of 


opium being smoked, but I doubt if 
the majority of people know just how 
It is done," said a Chicngoan recently. 


The smoker lies curled on a couch 


with an opium lamp close by, the 
flame of which is protected by a glass 
shade, low enough for the point of 
the flame to protect a little over the 
top. Tho smoker takes a little wire 
and dips it into a box of prepared 
opium, called 'dope.' A small quantity 
adheres to th'e tip 
of the 
wire, 


which 
is 
then 
held 
over 
the 


flame 
of 
the 
lamp, 
until 
by 


the heat it is swollen to several 
times its original size. This is then 
rolled over and over on the flat side of 
the clay bowl, the opium all the while 
adhering to the wire. When it has 
been rolled into a soft, solid mass it is 
again applied to the flame, and this al- 
ternate roasting and rblling is kept up 
for seven or eight minutes, by which 
time the 'pill' is ready for use. The 
bowl in the pipe is so small that it can 
only receive the smallest quantity of 
the drug-, and the most careful manip- 
ulation is required to transfer the tiny 
ball of opium from tho end of the wire 
to the bowl of the pipe. After being 
lit a sputtering noise ensues as the 
smoker draws at the pipe. After each 
•whiff he ejects the smoke from his 
nose and mouth. By the end of the 
fifth or sixth draw the pipe is empty, 
and the operation is repeated until the 
smoker sinks away into dreamlantS."
